Witness, for instance, that lack of elemen- 
tal v charity, that pitiable disregard of the 
ordinary decencies, in the usual wisecracks j 
and cruel thrusts at the expense of the W'. j 
I'. A. workers, their failure, forsooth, to 
break their backs as they handle an unac- 
customed shovel (even as von and I), and 
see how the current restrictions link up with 
the kindied statements of those who stood 
arrayed, in days that have gone, against 
similar consideration for the distressed of 
other depressions:
